000 -Mr. Beecher’s Alleged Prom- 
jses and their Fulfilment--His Mas- 
netism and His Innuecence--Beecher's 
Resembilance to Caleb Cushiug.

A young gentleman found Mr. 
Samuel Wilkeson, formerly of the 
Tribune, in his office on Saturday 
afternoon.

‘The contract was 
made with John B. Ford,” he added, 
with some deliberation. “I was 8 
licited to put capital into a concern

Beecher. I foresaw the commercial 
value of such a book, written by the 
most famous and most popular, and, 
id all respects, the ablest preacher in 
the lish-speaking world, and with- 
out hesitation I said that I would put

seemed eager to write the book, but 
refused to contract to do s» until he 
received $10,000 in cash. Ford paid 
it. The money came out of my

& Co. was formed. Bvecher’s 
contract was assigned to the firm, and 
the firm entered upon its weary ani 
finally ruinous experience of the 
famous clergyman’s want of 
science. We couldn't draw the book 
out of him. Our capital got locked 
up in preparations to publish it in 
numerous editions. To make à long 
story short, Beecher broke his pub- 
lishers, and they went into bankruptcy. 
At the sale of their assets his contract 
to write the life of Christ was bought 
by a stranger. I heard of it and pur- 
chased it, with a view of retlaiming 
my $10,000.

Co. had.”

BORING FOR LITERARY OIL. 


Here Mr. Wilkeson again eee 
into a moody sileoce. After another 
attempt to masticate the end of his 
penholder, hecontinued: _ 

‘‘’Twas tome a new and amazing 
experience in human nature. Why, 
within twelve weeks after the con- 
tract was made he began to show that 
he did not the production of 
the Life of Christ’ as a bounden duty 
that lay in his path. He sickened of 
the book as a suliject of conversation. 
You could see his interest in it wan- 
ing hke water leaking from a loosely 
hooped barrel. Indeed, the man wis 
born loosely hooped, and his publish- 
ers didu't know it. The complete 
story of our efforts to get that book 
out of him would almost surpass be- 
lick. It began two months after the 
contract was signed. The barrier of 
the reading of all the- books about 
Christ that had ever been printed was 
first set up against us. He said that 
he wanted to assimilate and reproduce 
the material—to acquire, sift, correct, 
and arrange it. It was easy to keep 
us quiet with this immense show of 
preparation. But nothing came of it. 
By and by we heard of rival lives ot 
Christ in preparation. Then we went 
at him again, hammer and tongs. 
Month after month we urged him in 
person and by letter to comply with 
his contract. 
and captivating sweetness he would 
promise tu do so, and would — us 
dissolving views ot superb performan- 
ces and satisfying results. But no 
performance followed his promises. 
Our great faith in him, our loyalty to 
him, and the money that we had piled 
up on his agreement restrained us 
from breaking with him and demand- 
ing the return of the $10,000, and 
drew us on, deeper and deeper, solac- 
ed by the bope that some day the com- 
plete book would come, and come in 
time to save us from loss. How 
vain was that hope! How little we 
knew the man!” 

Ao interval of sadness followed. 
58 long a period elapsed between 

the public expectation of the work 
created by its announcement through- 
out Eogiaod aod America and the ap 
i pearance of the first volume, Mr. 
Wilkeson continued, “that other lives 
of Christ iesued complete by rival 
publishing houses were extensively 
sold. Our market was torestalled and 
| spoiled. The successive chapters of 
the tardy first volume were pulled 
from the author like teeth from an 
unwilling occupant of a dentist's chair. 
They were get by the most persistent 
coaxing and remonstraoces, and by 
tearful entreaty on the part of one of 
the firm. When the first volume, thus 
extracted, was published, public in- 
terest in the book had been killed. 
Tue literary work was poor, because 
it had been done against the author's 
inclwations and under spurring that 
disturbed and irritated him. It was 
Huck work, It was so far below his 
power and the average excellence of 
his literary productions that he him 
self was ashamed of it. He has often 
expressed a desire to rewrite the vol- 
ume trom beginning to end.“ 

“How ‘much money had the firm 
invested in the ‘Life of Christ’ after 
publishing the first volame, and how 
did the account with the speculation 
then stand?” the young gentleman in- 
quired. 

“Don't call it a speculation, young 
man! Mr. Wilkeson exclaimed. It 
was as eound a business enterprise as 
a man ever entered. Why, Fieet- 
wood’s ‘Life of Christ’—a heavy, dry, 
Enylish book—netted to authors and 
publisher over $1,250,000. Let me 
see, let me see! Ford & Co.'s invest- 
ment in Beecher’s Life of Christ’ 
stands on their books $42,450 21. 
The account shows a result that may 
stagger belief. In Beecher's reluc- 
tance, aversion, shirking, and fioal in- 
sensibility to the obligations of his 
agreement, 7 per cent. interest grew 
rank and became usurious. After 
the pubiication of the first volume 
Ford & Co.'s protits were found to be 
$751 53 less than the interest on their 
investment. Then, just thiok of this: 
They were offered a bonus of $50,000 
for their contract within a week after 
its existence became public. One of 
the largest publishing houses in this 
city will testify that if Beecher had 
lived up to his promise a profit of 
$250,000 could have been made out of 
the book. I believe that four times 
as much could have been made.”

$10,000 with interest, although its loss 
hed led me into bankruptcy. Tears 
filled his eyers. His lips quivered. 
He grasped my hands, and, in a trem- 
ulous voice, said: ‘You are the most 
magnanimous of men. Your claims 
are just. I acknowlede them. No 
man in the world would have treated 
me thus. I will pay you the $10,000 
and interest. He bad caught me 
through the quality of my nature, 
which gives and does not demand. I 
was melted. Teaid: ‘You need not 
y me in money if it will inconven- 
lence you, and you need not hurry to 
pay me if it will trouble you. You can 
take your time—take years if you 
wish. Only put the debt into some 
tangible shape.’

WHAT 18 A GOVERNMENT FOR? 


It looks asif a Territorial govern- 
ment were preferable to ours. In Utah 
a lot of mioers at Silver Reef uoder- 
took to run another man’s mine. They 
stopped work themselves and tried to 
keep others from working. The re- 
sult is that about 50 of them are in 
Jail, and the place is guarded by United 
States troops. In Nevada no man 
seems to have much to say about bis 
own property. At Lewis, last week, 
the owners thought it best to reduce 
wages, but they were not permitted to 
do so. Neither were they permitted 
to bring men who were willing to 
work at their prices. The Superin- 
tendeat fled to San Francisco, and a 
man or two was killed. The result is 
the old wages are maintained, and in- 
stead of working 350 men they are 
working less than a hundred in the 
mines. If a man earns money he ought 
to have aright to spend it. If the 
mioers earned the money that bought 
that mine, and put up the coin to 
work it, then they had the right to 
say how it should be spent, and whom 
it should be paid to. Otherwise, not. 
They have aaright to their own la- 
bor and nothing more. If they did 
not like the figures, they had no right 
to say that others should not accept 
them. They had the right to stop 
work and go somewhere else to earn 
their living like honest men. This is 
a free country, and it is un-American 
and contrary to the spirit of our in- 
stitutions, for men to say that other 
men shall not work for whatever 
wages they please. The entire power 
ef the government ought to have 
stood ready to protect the owners of 
the Lewis mines in the God-given 
right to use their own as they thought 
best.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The Paris Figaro goes into ecstacies 
over Mrs. J. W. Mackay, who gave a 
ball in Paris a fortnight ago, and not

B. X. Leaman and Joho A. Heck- 
art of California have invented a novel 
hydraulic locomotive that can be used 
for traveling up or down u flume, the 
water flowing in the flume furnish- 
ing all the power required. The car- 
riages rest on ordinary flanged wheels 
which traverse rails laid on the edges 
of the flame. On the axlesare attach- 
ed paddle wheels, which correspond 
in shape to the section of the flume, 
and are acted upon by the curfent 
therein. It is clear that the current 
turning the paddles will so rotate the 
wheels of the vehicle, which will con- 
sequently move in a direction opposite 
to that of the current. When it is 
desired to move in the same direction 
as the current, the paddies are stayed 
stationary, aud the water impels the 
cat down stream. It is stated that a 
flame of sixty inches will furnish pow- 
er to transport a load of two and a half 
tons up stream, on any grade from 
4 to 20 inches to the rod, at a speed 
of from 4 to 8 miles an hour.

SPRING RACES. 


Programme of the Pacific Coast Blood 
. Horse Association. 


The Pacific Coast Blood Horse Asso- 
ciation opensits spring racing season 
May 14th. The first race is the Cali- 
fornia stakes, for two-year-olds, of $25 
forfeit, $250 added; a dash of half a 
mile. This closed the list of August 
last, with twelve nominations—the get 
of Norfolk, Rutherford, Springbok, 
Lever, Spectre and Monday. The 
second race is a purse of $200; beats of 
three-quarters of a mile, for fillies four 
years old and under, and the third is a 
selling race, purse $150; horses entered 
to be sold for $1,000 to carry the rule 
weight, and a deduction of two pounds 
for every $100 below that sum; the dis- 
tance one mile. The fourth race is the 
Winter's stake for three-year-olds, a 
dash of one and a half miles, $100 each, 
$25 forfeit, $500 added; second to Lave 
$150, and the third to save stake. This 
closed on the ist of March, 1880, with 
ten nominations, and these comprise 
the best colts of the country. In order 
to have a few days to recover from the 
races of the first day, the second is 
fixed for Wednesday, the 18th, when 
four races will take place; No.1 stake 
for two-year-olds, $25 each, purse $150 
added; dash five-eighths; nominee of 
the California stake to carry five pounds 


wiextra. No. 2—Purse of $200, for three- 


year-old fillies, heats of three-quarters 
ofa mile. No. 3-—Selling race, purse 


first day. No. 4—Pacific Cup, handi- 
cap stake $100 each, $50 forfeit, $20 
declaration, $1,000 added; a dash of 
two and a half miles, the stake closed 
March ist; weights announced April 
lst, declaration April 16th. Third day 
(May 2ist), four races. No. 1—Con- 
nor stakes for two-year-olds, dash of 
three-quarters of a mile, of $50 each, 
$25 forfeit, $250 added; closed August 
lst with twelve nominations. The 
second race is heats of a mile for fillies 
four years old and under; purse of $200. 
The third is Spirit of the Times stake; 
dash of one and three-quarter miles for 
three-year-olds, of $100 each, $25 
forfeit, $300 added. In this are ten 
colts, which were named on the Ist of 
March last. The fourth race is a con- 
solation purse for horses beaten during 
the meeting, and which have not won,

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HATCHING BY HOT AIR. 


What Can be Seen a Merrill's chicken 
Ranch—The Superiority of the Pat- 
ent Incubator ti the Hen of Fuss and 
Feathers. 

A visit to C. H. Merrill's chicken 
ranch, a mile south of town, will re- 
pay anyone fond of poultry. He has 
trios of about a dozen different varie- 
ties of thoroughbred fowls, such as 
Plymouth Recks, Houdans, Ham- 
burgs, Cochins, Leghorns, Games, etc., 
some of which are beautiful. His 
yards are kept in tine order, clean and 
neat. The food is placed in recepta- 
cles which prevent waste, and the 
fowls drink from running water. There 
are over 400 chickens on the place, 
pall in excellent health. 

Mr. Merrill hatches all his chickens 
in a patent incubator, which is a most 
ingenious contrivance, far superior for 
incubating purposes to any hen. 
The hen must at times leave ber nest 
or starve, and while absent the eggs 
are apt to get chilled and the little 
lives within the shells to come to an 
untimely end. But the patent incu- 
bator keeps the eggs at a constant and 
unvarying temperature of 1 03% de- 
grees, the natural temperature of the 
hen. The incubator is simply a round 
tin box heated by hot air, conveyed 
through a pipe from an oil stove. 
There is a damper in the pipe to con- 
trol the admission of hot air, and a 
valve in the incubator to allow the 
air to escape when it becomes too 
hot. A bottle of quicksilver placed 
within the incubator is connected by 
wires with an electric battery outside. 
The mercury in the bottle expands 
and contracts, as the temperature 
rises and falls. When the air gets too 
hot, the mercury rises in a little tube, 
and establishes an electric circuit 
which through simple mechauism 
closes the damper in the pipe, thus 
shutting off the hot air. When the 
air gets too cool, the circuit is broken 
and the damper opens again. 

The incubator above described cost 
about $115, and will hold 300 eggs. 
The eggs are placed in pans in the 
incubator, aod can thus be withdrawn 
and examined at any time. On Sun-

The ranch com- 
prises fifteen acres, and in plowing 
eight acres this year not a grasshopper 
egg was fuuod. A big flock of tur- 
keys ranged over the place last year, 
and gave the grasshoppers no chance to 
lay eggs. Visitors to the ranch and the 
hatchery will be welcomed. The 
place is kept so clean and nice that 
ladies will be delighted to go over it.

Prof. — how a Fly Destroys 
the Grasshopper. 
Oak ano, Cal., March 20, 81. 

Ed. Gazette.—By a late GAZETTE 
I see that other parties are noting the 
enemies to the locust in Sierra valley. 

The white grub found in the bodies 
and at last eating its way out is the 
larva of a fly, probably the Asius, 
that, when the hopper is active, pur- 
sues him with great vigor and deposits 
at last an egg upon his body. It soon 
hatches, the minute larva grows 
through the skin, between the folds of 
the abdomen, and there riots on the 
fatty viscera until mature, when the 
locust becoming weakened, or dying, 
the larva again grows out a large, fat, | 
white grub, to speedily finish his trans- 
formations into a fly, somewhat larger 
than the common house fly. 

I have not yet received the speci- 
mens from Phi Bates, but have no 
doubt they are the same species of 
larva that I noticed in ‘79 and 80. 

More information is needed on allen- 
emies to the locust and any specimens 
or notes forwarded to Prof. Riley, at 
Washington, Prof. Thomas, at Carbon- 
dale, III., or tome at Oakland, will 
be of use and will be promptly ac- 
knowledged.
